EXTRAORDINARY IN FORD FAMILY AND U.S. 

DELEGATIO GENERALLY BY FINNISH MEDIA, PUBLIC 
AND OTHER OBSERVERS OF CSCE. 

2. CSCE PRESS COVERAGE. BANNERLINES ON THE OPENING OF 
THE CSCE DOMINATED HELSINKI NEWSPAPERS THIS 

MORNING AS MOST NEWSPAPERS LED WITH PRESIDENT KEKKONEN'S 
OPENING SPEECH. NEWSPAPERS CARRIED SUMMARIES OE YESTERDAY'S

HENRY KISSINGER HELD INPORMAL DISCUSSIONS OF GENERAL 
NATURE AT THE FINLANDIA HALL WEDNESDAY, 
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SWEDISH-LANGUAGE HUPVUDSTADSBLADET REPORTED. THE 
DISCUSSIONS WERE HELD IN KISSINGER'S INITIATIVE, THE 
PAPER SAID. THE TOPICS INCLUDED THE SITUATION IN 
PORTUGAL AND AFRICA AND U.N. RELATED MATTERS, PALME 
TOLD A PRESS CONFERENCE, BUT DECLINED TO GIVE DETAILED 
INOPRMATION ABOUT THE TALKS.

8. DEMONSTRATION SURPRISES POLICE. A GROUP OF TEN 
WOMEN FROM DIFFERENT COUNTRIES SURPRISED FINNISH 
POLICE AND GENERAL SECRETARY BREZHNEV'S SECURITY 
MEN IN KAIVOPUISTO WEDNESDAY MORNING, 

HELSINKI NEWSPAPERS REPORTED. 

THE WOMEN, WHO CAME FROM WEST EUROPEAN COUNTRIES, 

THE UNITED STATES AND CANADA, PROTESTED AGAINST THE 
TREATMENT OF JEWS IN THE SOVIET UNION. AFTER AN 
INTIAL CONFUSION, THE WOMEN WERE TAKEN TO THE POLICE 
STATION BUT WERE RELEASED SHORTLY AFTERWARDS. 

THE FNNISH MINISTRY OF INTERIOR SAID THAT IT WAS A 
GROUP OF INDIVIDUALS NOT BACKED BY ANY ORGANIZATION. 

THE WOMEN WERE TAKEN TO THE POLICE STATION FOR VIOLATION 
OF THE LAW ON DEMONSTRATIONS AS THEY HAD NOT NOTIFIED 
THE POLICE IN ADVANCE. 

9. EEC TO MEDIATE INCYPRUS CRISIS. THE LEADERS OF THE 
NINE EEC COUNTRIES YESTERDAY DECIDED TO PROPOSE 

A JOINT MEDIATION ATTEMPT TO DEFUSE THE CYPRUS SITUATION, 
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HELSINGIN SANOMAT REPORTED. 

THE EEC LEADERS AUTHORIZED PRIME MINISTER ALDO MORO OF 
ITALY TO FEEL OUT POSSIBILITIES TO GET THE REPRESENTATIVES

VERY EVE OF THE CSCE III, ABOUT THE STATEMENT
